Hearing of Suit Against Cabinet Minister 
Most Unique of its Kind in Court Annals 
Of Alberta—Divorce Law Here is Puni- 


tive, Not Remedial as in Some Places. 
By J. S. COWPER 

Today, the McPherson vs. McPherson trial enters on the 

@econd week of its hearing. With crowds storming the 

courthouse doors at 8 a.m. to obtain seats for hearings that | 

do not begin till 10 a.m., it is superfluous to state that no 

trial in the history of the Edmonton Courthouse has equalled 

the McPherson trial in pubiic interest. 

What are the reasons for the enormous public interest 

in the action, apart from the high public position as Minister | 
of Public Works, held by the defendant? 


There are several. 5 
The nature of the action is of unique character in the 


history of the Alberta Courts. Divorce suits are of everyday 
character. Newspapers rarely report the evidence in divorce 
suits, any more than they did in the MePherson and Mattern 
divorce suits. This, however, is not a divorce suit; it is an 
action—the first of its kind in the history of the province— 
to set aside a divorce already granted, on the ground that it 
was obtained by fraud and collusion, and after one of the 
parties has entered on a second marriage. 


Is Punitive Law 

Divorce laws in Canada are not remedial in their con- 
ception, as they are in certain other countries, where divorce 
is granted where parties are unhappily mated and hopelessly 
incompatible. Canadian divorce laws are based on the Matri- 
monial Causes Act, enacted in England in 1857, which in 
turn adopted the principles of the Mosaic Law applicable to 
divorce. It is not a remedial law but a punitive law, designed 
to punish the guilty party who has broken his or her matri- 
monial vow of fidelity. Hence it cannot countenance collu- 
sion between the parties to commit the matrimonial wrong 
for which divorce will be granted. So insistent is the re- 
quirement of the law in this respect that the plaintiff in a 
divorce court must swear before applying for a final decree 
of divorce, an affidavit which is filed with the court as part 
of the record, that he or she has not been guilty of collusion 
with the defendant to procure the divorce. 

As part of the groundwork in the present suit of Mrs, 
Cora McPherson to set aside the divorce obtained by her 
husband, her counsel, Neil D. Maclean, K.C., filed with the 
court the affidavit sworn to by her husband in his divorce 
suit, in which he pledged his oath that no collusion had taken 
place. 


Second Application 

As an added precaution against collusion or a miscar- 
riage of justice in divorce suits, the courts in Alberta will | 
not grant an absolute divorce at the time of the hearing of 
the action. Instead, the judge, if the evidence warrants, 
issues an order “nisi.” The word “nisi” in Latin means ‘‘un- 
less.” It is composed from the words “ni’’ meaning “not” 
and “si’’ meaning “if.” As used by the courts it means that 
the decree shall not be effective unless followed up by an- 
other application. 

The second application for a ‘decree absolute” is made 
after three months or more have elapsed. The period is to 
give the King’s Proctor—in Alberta an official of the At- 
torney-General’s department—time to investigate and find 
out whether collusion has been practised. His approval is 
necessary before the court will grant the decree absolute, 
severing the marriage bond, and giving the parties leave to 
marry other spouses. 

A suit by persons not socially or publicly prominent, to 
annul a divorce decree on the ground of collusion, would at- 
tract attention. In the present case, public attention is 
heightened by the prominence of the parties and the nature 
of the evidence given. 

All Socially Prominent 

All of the principals are socially prominent—the Minis- 
ter of Public Works by reason of his position, his ex-wife by 
her social entertainments, his present wife by reason of her 
mental and physical charms and her authorship of fiction | 
stories in Canadian and American magazines. Her former 
husband, Captain Roy Mattern, named in the divorce pro- 
ceedings as being guilty of misconduct with the Minister’s | 
wife, was well known as science teacher and physical director 
at the Strathcona High School, before becoming aide-de-camp 
to His Honor the Lieutenant-Governor and manager of the 
Idmonton Branch of Western Canada Airways. It was at 
a military ball at the Armouries in the spring of 1929 that 
Hon. Mr. and Mrs, McPherson met Captain and Mrs. Mat- | 
tern, and the friendship began which allegedly led to the 
break-up of the two homes, the subsequent marriage of Hon. 
Mr. McPherson and Mrs. Helen Mattern, and to the present 
proceedings before Mr. Justice Ford. 

There are several interesting grounds of similarity be- 
{ween all four principals in the divorces, Ali four were born 
in United States and came into prominence while residing in 
Northern Alberta. 

Mrs. Cora McPherson in her evidence said that “Roy” 
(Capt. Mattern) in the early part of their acquaintance gave | 
her instruction in Christian Science teaching, and that after 
they had spent a Saturday night in the %me bedroom in the 
Flanagan Hotel in Saskatoon in order to supply hotel evi- 
dence for the McPherson divorce, she and “Roy” went to 
church together next morning, The letters of Hon. Mr. Mc- | 
pherson to his wife after the decree nisi, when she wrote to 
him wanting to return home, and telling how “Roy” had de- | 
rerted her for a younger woman, were full of quasi-religious 
exhortations to fit herself for the higher life, telling her of 
his prayers for her welfare, urging her in one letter to “show 
the guts that are in you” and in another to read Romans 8.18, 
to “hank on to faith in R."—and “he may turn to you 
sironger than ever in a short time.” 


Dramatic Contrasts 

Even more marked than the similarities between the par- 
ties are the dramatic contrasts. Opposed to the powerful 
Minister is the frail anaemic-looking wife. He is in charge 
of government relief in the province of Alberta, she a suppli- 
cant for public relief, telling how she got five dollars from 
relief funds last month. She is accompanied only by her 
devoted sister, Ada, who had journeyed from Illinois to be 
a witness and a companion to the plaintiff.

Medical Evidence 


Ordinarily a party to a fraud cannot invoke the aid of 
the courts to enforce a consideration promised for commit- 
ting the fraud.

tion that as a party to a fraud she cannot come to the court 
seeking relief. 

In the action she is asking that the divorce be annulled, 
and in the alternative that she be given alimony, or an order 
for enforcement of the alleged $75 per month contract, or a 
compassionate allowance under the provincial statute. 

S. B. Woods, K.C., counsel for Hon. Mr. McPherson sub- 
jected the plaintiff to a rigorous two days’ cross-examination, 
in the course of which he obtained many admissions.

Reasons For Trade

Canada was formerly the best and biggest buyer 
of United States exports. 

United States was formerly the best and biggest 
buyer of Canadian exports. 

Tariff after tariff was increased, and reinforced 
by dump duties and special classifications, until 
the flow of commerce between Canada and the 


United States was totally disrupted and made un- 
profitable for both nations. 

The results have now been definitely ascertained: 
(1) Wage scales and salary standards in the United 


States and Canada have been completely 
wrecked; 

(2) Commodity prices are below costs of pro- 
duction; 


(3) Canadian and American railways incurred 
enormous losses in volume of traffic handled; 
(4) Real estate values, which are always based on 
wage scales and salary standards, have fallen 
to a ruinous extent. 
| The two nations went about fifty-fifty in trade 
losses, proportionate to population (as shown by 
the unemployment record of thirteen million in the 
United States and one million in Canada), so that 
for each Canadian loss there was a proportionate 
United States loss. Therefore only the main figures 
of one nation need be shown to give a picture of 
what happened to both nations under the tariff war.

There is no such thing as building up home trade 

by shutting off foreign trade. Home trade and 
foreign trade are connected like Siamese twins— 
choke one and the other ceases to breathe. 

There is no such thing as keeping up wages and 
salaries while reducing the general volume of 
trade, whether foreign trade or home trade. Every 
reduction in trade makes less money available for 
wages and salaries, and makes more people com- 
pete for each employment. 

Therefore, under every trade restriction policy, 
wages and salaries go steadily downwards, and as 
the wage and salary earning classes are the prin- 

becomes smalier and smaller, and store rentals and 
advertising bills cannot be kept up. 

There is no such thing as keeping up city real 
estate values under any trade restriction policy 
| because the ability of the wage and salary earning 

classes to pay rent and buy homes goes down and 

real estate loses its earning power, on which selling 
value must be based. 

There is no remedy except that of restoring wage 

| scales and salary standards by expanding commerce. 
| Until purchasing power is restored to these classes, 
| retail trade and rental value will remain in a state 
| of collapse. 
As a result of the commercial phenomena of the 
last four years, certain basic facts have been given 
a new demonstration to the extent of mathematical 
finality, namely: 

(1) Every reduction in foreign trade is auto- 

matically accompanied by a proportionate re- 
duction in home trade; 
Every reduction in wages and salaries is auto- 
matically accompanied by a proportionate fall 
in real estate values and rentals, and in mer- 
chandise sales, and in the price of natural and 
farm commodities. 

It is the multitude of buyers who consume butter 
and eggs when they have the price. Cut down 
wages and salaries and you thereby cut down the 
number of buyers, and values and prices fall. 

By way of alibi for the results of trade restric- 
tions our political friends tell us that our troubles 
are caused by world distress. There is no truth in 
this. Europe and Asia and Africa have always been 
in a condition of distress and war and peril since 

the dawn of history. They are badly off now; but 

| even at that, better off than ever before. The 
difference is that their peoples have become vocal 

| and proclaim their troubles; but the troubles have 

| always been there, and do not justify our trade 
mistakes

Health and Diet Advice 


By Dr. Frank McCoy. 
HOW THE MIND HINDERS OR AIDS RECOVERY 

A woman of 40 had been paralyzed for three 
years following an automobile accident. She was 
confined mostly to a wheelchair but was able ty 
get around a little with the aid of crutches. On 
the particular night that the miracle occurred she 


was seated in front of the fireplace; suddenly she 
felt the room tremble with an earthquake shock 
| a few bricks fell out of the fireplace, she becamc 
greatly alarmed. The next thing she remembered 
she was in front of the house where several neigh- 
bors were gathered. After the-surprise that th: 
earthquake occasioned soneone pointed out that 
she had forgotten her crutches; indeed, she bad, and 
she found that she had been able to walk out of the 
house without difficulty. Since then she has been 
able to walk freely. This is an actual case record- 
| ed in the newspapers and one of the many in- 
stances that have occurred in the past where a 
sudden fright or a shock overcame certain types of 
paralysis though they may have been present for 
years. 

Practically alt such quick spectacular recoveries 
have to do with disorders of the nervous system 
and include various types of paralysis, deafness 
stammering and even blindness. The original start 
of the disorder may have been only a severe shock, 
but often there was an actual injury of the nerves 
affected as in the case of paralysis from an auto- 
mobile accident that I have just described 
| Whenever nerves are injured severely enough to 

destroy them in part, considerable time, sometimes 
| weeks or months, is required before the nerve 
grows down its old course and its function is re. 
stored. During this long period of time the person 
has become so accustomed to inability to use the 
nerve that he actually cannot, even though the 
nerve may be restored completely. 
| It is well to understand that certain forms of 
blindness and deafness are really a paralysis of 
the sensory nerves leading from the eyes and ears, 
and in a similar way actual recovery may take 
place without the person affected being aware of it. 
| Anyone who studies these cases understands 
that there is some curious blocking pf the nerve 
impulses. Once the nerve force can be transmitted 
past the nerve block, the individual becomes in- 
siantly rid of his affliction. That is one reason why 
spectacular recovery sometimes take place under 
the influence of strong emotions, hypnotism, fright, 
anger, etc. There are undoubtedly many functional 
disorders from some similar blocking of the ner- 
vous system to some of the internal organs which 
is not as noticeable as where there is interference 
with nerves supplying external muscles or sense 
organs. For example, it may be that the nerve 
impulses to some important ductless gland, such as 
the adrenals, thyroid or pituitary, become blocked. 
The person may then develop a deficiency of the 
glandular substances without having any appreci- 
able disease of the affected gland. Even const- 
| ipation or bladder weakness might be brought on 
by this nerve blocking. 

When through some method, whether it be a 
| pill, a suggestion from a divine healer, or manipu- 
| lative treatments, the nerve impulses are started 
over the right channel, the person becomes wel! 


be as effective where there were definite destruct- 
ions of vital tissues. Mental suggestions undoubt- 
edly play a part in the cure through any method of 
| treatment used. In my own practice I have found 
that the best results with patients occur when I 
am able to make them understand just exactly how 
the treatment or diet will affect them and over- 
come their disorder. Those who are unable to form 
a mental picture of the processes do not respond as 
quickly as those who can I, therefore, do not 
believe that a patient should follow a doctor blind- 
| ly but should insist on knowing something about 
the reasons behind the treatixents that are used.

HISTORY OF SITUATION 

At a meeting of the Beverly 
Workmen's Benefit club, heid on 
Saturday, F. Nickerson gave a his- 
tory of the prevailing situation. On | 
Jan. 27 last the Beverly, Ltd. Min- 
ing company went into voluntary 
bankruptcy and the National Trust 
company was appointed custodian 
of the property. After failure to 
reorganize the company the Trust 
company advertised the property 
for sale by tender, to be in by April 
15, the highest tender not neces- 
Barily to be accepted. 

By April 15 two bids were in; 
one from Messrs. Starky and Cline, 
and one from Messrs. Skarin and 
Dowdell. Mr. Clark, who held a 
mortgage on the property, demand- 
ed payment in full. 

Mr. Nickerson said the bid put in 
by Skarin and Dowdell did not 
fully comply with the Bankruptcy 
Act, a fact of which they were not 
informed until 15 days later. Upon 
the mine being reopened Skarin 
and Dowdell put in a cash bid for 
$25,000 and four days later Mr. 
Clark put in one for $25,500. 

Further schemes for reorganiza- 
lion were received but were not

Mrs. Mazaryk, the boy stated, had 
been awakened by dogs barking 
and had gone outdoors to see if 
there was any reasons for the noise 
but had returned saying that all 
was well. The next morning the 
boy missed his mother but presum- 
ed she had risen early to attend 
to the chores. On going outdoors 
he found the barn razed to the 
ground and later discovered the 
charred remains of his mother 
among the debris. Mr. Mazaryk is 
working on a_ neighboring farm 
two miles away
